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PREFACE. 



'T^HE fbllowing collection of Arms and Lineages is an attempt 
to fhow what families belonged to the old gentiy who were refident 
in the County of Salop before the year 1650. Thefe families for the 
mofl part bore Arms, fuch appendages being ever looked upon as an 
evidence of gentle blood. In very early times perfons were allowed to 
alTume what Arms they pleafed as military enfigns, and to grant them to 
thdr retainers, and they were afterwards adopted as honorable diftinClions. 
When, however, they came to be regarded as an evidence of honor and 
blood they were eagerly fought after by all who rofe to places of trufl 
or became pofTefTors of property. The aflumption of Arms at pleafure 
was, therefore, forbidden by royal authority, as early as the reign of 
Hen. v., and no one was allowed to bear them unlefs they had them 
by defcent or grant. To this end the Kings of Arms were commiffioned 
by the Crown to make grants to fit perfons, under the authority of the 
£arl Marfhal. And in order that none might bear them except thofe 
who had them by defcent or grant, the Kings of Arms were authorifed 
to vifit thdr lefpedive provinces, and to fummon all who ufed them to 
give fatis^dory evidence of their right to do fo. If the perfons flim- 
moned on thefe occafions could eftablifh their claim, a record of the 
family was entered in the Heralds* books. Thefe records arc preferved 
in the Heralds' College, and in public and private libraries, and from

them moft of the information in the following pages has been obtained. 
Perfbns bearing Arms by defcent from the old ^milies fhould be able to 
deduce an unbroken Lineage from fome anceftor whoie claim has been 
allowed by the Heralds, and recorded in thefe documents. 

The Vifitation commenced at a very early period — as early as the reign 
of Hen. IV. We find the following entry in one of the Harl MSS. ; 
** Vifitacio fada per Mariicballum de Norroy ult ann R. Henrici 46, 
141 2.** The regular Vifitations, however, did not begin until early in 
the 1 6th century. Thomas Benolt, Clarenceux King of Arms, had a 
commiffion granted 20 Hen. VIII., to vifit the Counties of Gloucefter, 
Worcefter, Oxford, Wilts, Bucks, and Stafford. After thb the Vifita- 
tions were regularly made until the end of the 17th century, the laft 
being that of Southampton, made by the Deputies of Sir Henry St. George 
Clarenceux, in the year x686. 

Vifitations of Shropihire were made — 
In 1567 by William Flower, Norroy. 

In 1569 and 1584 by Robert Cooke, Clarenceux, and his Deputy, 
Richard Lee, Portcullis. 

In 1623 by Robert Trefwell, Somerfet Herald, and Auguftine Vincent, 
Rouge Croix, Deputies for William Camden, Clarenceux. 
In 1663 ^y ^lliam Dugdale, Norroy, and Gregory King, Deputies for 
Sir Edward Byflhe, Clarenceux. 

The old form of fpelling has been retained, and a diftinguifhing mark 
affixed to families which, according to Mr. Shirley, are of Knightly and 
Gentle defcent. 

In order to make the book one of reference, a circular was tiTued, not 
only to the reprefentatives of old families, but very generally to the 
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gentry and profeHional men in Shrewfbury and in the County. Thofe 
who kindly gave tlie information required are inserted in the appendix. 
This informadon has not been compared with any heraldic record, but 
accepted iblely on the authority of the perfons furniihing it. It may be 
remarked, however, that in modern defcents tracing from ancient 
fburces there is often much that is conje£hiral, but nothing ought to be 
received as of undoubted authority unlefs fupported by documentary 
evidence. 

The compiler acknowledges his obligation to Dr. Kennedy and to 
Mr. Mofs for their permiffion to infpe^ the Vifitadon in the School 
Library ; alfo to Dr. Johnfon for the free accefs afforded to the valuable 
copy of fuch Vifitation and other MSS. (now in the Shrewfbury Mufeum) 
of the late George Morris.
